The  Council  claims  marking 
down  once  lively  student  as  a dead 
statistic  is  no  fun. 

They  offer  the  following  tips  for  the 
upcoming  holiday  travelers : 

“One  thing  you  can’t  do  anything 
about  is  the  weather”  . . . Well,  that 
statement  simply  isn’t  true  because 
there’s  a lot  you  can  do  about  the 
weather  if  you’re  a defensive  driver. 
You  can  make  sure  your  car  is  pre- 
pared for  bad  weather. 

CHECK  LIST 

“Check  your  anti-freeze,  windshield 
wipers,  defi’oster,  and  heating  system. 


Keep  a frost  scraper  and  wiping  rag 
handy  to  clean  off  the  windshield  and 
rear  window.” 

The  Council  reminds  people  that  if 
everything  possible  is  done  to  prepare 
for  bad  weather,  most  accidents  caused 
by  the  weather  would  be  eliminated. 

“Defensive  driving  principles  are 
based  on  the  assumption  that  many 
drivers  make  careless  mistakes  when 
they’re  behind  the  wheel  of  their  car,” 
according  to  the  Council.  They  urge 
students  to  drive  as  if  every  other 
driver  might  suddenly  make  the  mis- 
take that  would  cause  an  accident. 

“The  secret  of  defensive  driving  is 
to  make  sure  the  other  guy’s  goof 
doesn’t  smash  you  up.”

RETURNED  MISSIONARIES 

Many  BYU  students  have  inter- 
rupted their  education  for  two 
years.  Some  of  these  have  been 
ineligible  for  a II-s  deferment. 
On  Oct.  6,  however,  “the  director 
of  the  Selective  Service  issued 
local  board  memorandum  number 
83  to  establish  the  eligibility  for 
II-s  classification  of  registrants 
whose  studies  have  been  inter- 
rupted.” 

Such  registrants  may  apply  for 
a II-s  deferment.  Whether  they 
are  so  classified  depends  on  their 
local  board.  Any  deferment,  how- 
ever, “may  be  changed  at  any 
time  by  the  local  board,”  cau- 
tioned the  Selective  Service  Ad- 
viser. 

Students  classified  II-s  after  the 
June  30  Selective  Service  Act  will 
not  be  eligible  for  a II-s  depen- 
dency classification  if  they  be- 
come fathers,  pointed  out  Rock- 
wood.

At 
the  University  of  Denver  it  is 
$1500,  Syracuse  University  $1900, 
Northwestern  University,  $1960, 
New  York  University,  $2020,  and 
Notre  Dame,  $1700. 

CHURCH  FUNDS

President  Wilkinson  stated  fur- 
ther, “In  reality,  then,  every  stu- 
dent at  BYU  is  receiving  a schol- 
arship from  the  Church.” 

“For  this  large  school  the 
Church  is  providing  the  major 
support  and  it  is  only  fair  to  ask, 
therefore,  that  as  costs  increase 
they  do  not  enlarge  the  percent- 
age burden  of  the  Church,”  he 
concluded.

U.S.  Policy

A gloomy  situation  continues  to  loom  in  the  Mid  East. 
Following  her  “over  night”  military  victory,  Israel  is  bat- 
tling a tense  war  of  nerves. 

The  two  “superpowers,”  not  the  Arabs,  are  her  chief 
opponents.  These  will  attempt  to  persuade  Israel  to  relin- 
quish her  territorial  gains  in  exchange  for  new  international 
guarantees  at  Aqaba,  on  the  Suez,  along  her  borders  and  in 
reunited  Jerusalem. 

One  of  the  superpowers,  the  Soviet  Union,  voted  for 
partition  of  Palestine  in  1947  and  officially  recognized  the 
State  of  Israel  in  an  attempt  to  push  out  British  power  in 
the  Middle  East. 

TV^enty  years  later  the  same  Soviet  camp  sent  arms  to 
Egypt  and  Syria  with  hopes  to  dislodge  American  power.  By 
having  Nasser  lead  the  pack,  Russia  hoped  to  kick  out  West- 
ern Oil  holdings  and  influence  in  the  same  fashion  as  was 
partially  accomplished  in  removing  French  and  English  in- 
terests over  the  Suez  in  1956. 

Israel’s  lightning  victory  upset  the  Russian  “Realpoli- 
tik.”  It  took  Lyndon  off  the  ropes  momentarily.  But  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  latter  will  show  any  reciprocal  appreciation. 

The  Arabs  see  Israel  as  a puppet  manipulated  by  West- 
ern powers.  Past  history  in  the  Mid-East  will  bear  this  ix)int 
out. 

But  the  Israelis  see  the  Western  allies  as  double  talkers 
who  let  her  down  in  the  pinch.  Had  the  outcome  been  the 
reverse,  Israel  felt  that  she  would  have  had  to  go  it  alone 
and  been  destroyed  in  the  process. 

This  U.S.  policy  in  the  Mid-East  is  an  old  one  (that  of 
“neutrality”).  While  we  as  a nation  voted  for  the  partition 
of  Palestine  in  1948,  our  Department  of  State  made  overt 
attempts  to  halt  its  fulfillment. 

In  1956  we  sided  with  Russia  and  Egypt  in  the  interests 
of  international  peace.  We,  both  now  and  then,  were  at- 
tempting to  preserve  our  own  oil  interests  above  humane 
considerations. 

This  accounts  for  our  present  lax  position  in  the  recent 
crisis.  To  show  pro-Israel  bias  could  have  meant  the  loss  of 
over  $2.5  billion  in  American  oil  investments. 

Major  oil  companies  are  one  of  the  most  powerful  in- 
fluences on  American  foreign  policy.  (Standard  Oil  earns 
54  per  cent  of  its  net  income  abroad ; Texaco,  35  per  cent) . 
We  must  consider  therefore  these  important  financial  assets. 

This  policy  does  not  relieve  the  dilemma  both  Israel  and 
the  UAR  face.  To  neither  country  does  this  policy  seek  any 
lasting  solution  that  will  prove  beneficial  for  the  people. 

What  can  the  superpowers  (U.S.  and  Russia)  do  to  help 
the  Arabs  and  Israelis  reconciliate  and  establish  a perma- 
nent and  lasting  peace  there? 

We  could  begin  by  doing  something  which  is  more  than 
we  are  now  doing  . . . nothing.  We  have  offered  no  plan  and 
have  taken  little  or  no  initiative  in  the  U.N.  Security  Coun- 
cil meetings. 

Nasser  and  Israel’s  le^iders  could  do  much  to  arrive  at 
realistic  settlements. 

Nasser  is  in  trouble  at  home.  He  has  proved  rn^ost  dis- 
appointing in  leading  the  UAR,  and  he  knows  it.  A lasting 
solution  is  imperative  for  him  and  his  country’s  survival.  , 

Israel  is  living  on  borrowed  time.  It  cannot  expect  to 
sustain  itself  in  a prolonged  war ; its  economy  could  not  en- 
dure it  (one  Arab  suprise  attack  would  demolish  Israel  in 
a matter  of  hours).  The  threat  of  a fifth  column  has  in- 
creased tenfold  with  the  increased  number  of  Arabs  under 
Israeli  domination. 

A neutral  Mid-East  would  satisfy  no  one  but  would  be 
a giant  step  to  just  and  permanent  peace.  We  could  take  a 
new  stand  by  not  considering  our  oil  interests  in  formulating 
any  new  policy  in  the  Mid-East. 

The  new  Jewish  State  must  play  the  role  she  did  in  the 
Middle  Ages  by  helping  her  Arab  neighbors.  Arab  pride  can 
be  healed  if  genuine  efforts  are  made  to  do  so. 

Nasser  represents  the  key  figure  in  bringing  about 
stability.  But  Israel  resnonsibility  is  just  about  as  imnortant. 
The  U.S.  could  bring  these  two  forces  together  if  it  would 
forego  its  enormous  oil  interests. 

If  definite  concrete  action  is  not  taken  towards  a perma- 
nent settlement  in  the  Mid-East,  the  sun  may  never  shine 
brightly  in  that  part  of  the  world  again.

In  order  to  maintain  a consistent  ap- 
proach to  outlined  procedure  and  observe 
respect  for  authority,  Student  Body  Presi- 
dent Paul  Gilbert  has  asked  that  the  decis- 
ion of  Bob  Baird,  IOC  Adviser,  be  held  in 
abeyance  until  the  matter  can  be  presented 
to  the  IOC  for  a ruling.

“I’m  very  pleased  with  the  new  alignment  of  the 
Western  Athletic  Conference,”  commented  BYU  Athletic 
Director  Floyd  Millett  this  week. 


The  affable  athletic  chief  was  referring  to  the  decision 
of  the  irresidents  of  the  six  present  member  universities 
to  allow  admittance  to  Colorado  State  Univereity  and  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  at  El  Paso. 

The  new  organization  of  the  five-year-old  conference 
becomes  official  next  July  1. 

ATTENDS  MEET 

Director  Millett  attended  a meeting  last  week  of  the 
league’s  athletic  directors  and  faculty  representatives  dur- 
ing which  scheduling  and  other  problems  were  discussed. 

“We  think  that  the  WAC  is  going  to  be  one  of  the 
toughest  in  the  country — it  already  is,”  he  said  summariz- 
; ing  the  general  feeling  at  the  confab. 

“Just  about  everyone  (WAC  officials,  coaches,  etc.) 
has  felt  that  we  needed  to  expand.  There  isn’t  a strong 
conference  in  the  NCAA  with  ,iust  six  teams,”  he  explained. 

Sources  at  both  schools  have  expressed  to  this  writer 
a great  desire  to  affiliate  with  the  steadily  improving 
WAC. 

When  the  Colorado  State  fooball  team  visited  Copgar 
Stadium  in  1966,  the  Rams’  sports  information  director- 
needed  little  prodding  to  plead  his  case. 

‘WANT  IN’ 

“We  want  very  much  to  get  into  the  t^’estern  Athletfc 
Conference,  we  have  a natural  rivalry  with  Wyoming,  we’re 
building  a new  football  stadium  and  we  already  have  the 
newest  most  modern  basketball  pavilion  in  the  country,  etc., 
etc,”  he  exulted. 

They  were  good  points. 

UTEP’s  siMi-ts  information  man  made  no  bones  about 
the  feeling  of  El  Paso  people  concerning  the  admittance  of 
what  used  to  be  Texas  Western. 

“Everybody  here  is  very  pleased  that  we’ve  been  an- 
I cepted.  Belonging  to  a conference,  especially  one  of  the 
caliber  of  the  WAC,  is  essential,”  he  told  us  during  half- 
time of  the  BYU-UTEP  grid  game. 

ELIGIBLE  IN  ’68

will  not  be  able  to  play  a full  basketball  slate  until  the  1969-  I 
70  season  and  thereafter,”  pointed  out  Millett.  ■ | 

I At  the  recent  gathering  of  the  league’s  athletic  direc-  j 
' tors  and  faculty  representatives  it  was  decided  that  the  in-  1 
i coming  institutions  may  qualify  for  the  football  title  by  1 
playing  a minimum  of  four  league  games.  ] 

The  recommendation  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  i

Marriage,  Parenthood 
Elder  Tuttle’s  Message 


“Consider  more  carefully  your' 
future  as  goodly  parents,”  was 
the  advice  of  President  A.  Theo- 
dore Tuttle  of  the  First  Council  of 
the  Seventy.  Elder  Tuttle  ad- 
dressed the  student  body  at  Tues- 
day’s devotional  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house. 

“The  future  belong  to  those  who 
prepare,”  reminded  Elder  Tuttle. 
Speaking  to  the  men,  Elder  Tuttle 
stressed  the  importance  of  prepara- 
tion both  in  and  out  of  school.  “Pre- 
pare yourselves  to  support  a fam- 
ily,” Elder  Tuttle  admonished. 

Turning  to  the  ladies.  Elder  Tut- 
tle advised  them  to  learn  the  do- 
mestic skills  they  will  need  as 
homemakers. 

Speaking  to  the  entire,  unmar- 
ried portion  of  the  student  body, 
he  urged  students  to  conduct  a 
“temple  courtship”  in  preparation 
for.  a temple  marriage. 

Elder  Tuttle  stressed  the  import- 
ance of  selecting  the  right  mate 
at  the  right  time.  He  mentioned 
study,  choosing  and  prayer  as  the 
proper  tools  of  selection. 

Qualifying  the  use  of  prayer,  he 
referred  to  the  ninth  section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants.  In  part, 
that  section  says  “it  is  not  suf- 
ficient for  one  merely  to  ask  for  a 
divine  gift,  without  prayerful 
thought  and  study.” 

Elder  Tuttle  cautioned  that 
temple  marriage  alone  does  not 
guarantee  success  or  happiness  in 
marriage. 


“Continue  the  pre-nuptial  court- 
ship after  marriage.  Also,  hold  reg- 
ular family  paryer  in  your  home. 
The  husband  and  wife  must  be- 
come one  unit  in  order  to  be  suc- 
cessful parents. 

Elder  Tuttle  promised  prospec- 
tive parents  that,  “there  is  no 
greater  blessing  than  peace  in  this 
life  and  Joy  in  the  eternal  life  to 
come.”

Senator  Percy  Ducks  Cong  Shelling

SAIGON  {UPI)-For  20  long  min- 
utes Tuesday  U.S.  Sen.  Charles 
Percy,  a Vietnam  dove  and  dark 
horse  Republican  presidential  pros- 
pect, lay  flat  on  the  ground  under 
a Communist  barrage  and  tried  to 
figure  out  how  to  operate  a 38- 
caliber  pistol. 

Viet  Cong  mortar  shells  were  ex- 
ploding within  15  feet  of  him  and 
ground  fire  whistled  through  the 
air  around  him. 

Hours  later,  the  junior  senator 
from  Illinois  had  some  bruises 
patched  and  joked  about  the  mor- 
tar attacks  at  a news  conference  in 
Saigon  and  said  he  considered  it 


a “very  little  incident  in  the  whole 
trip.” 

Percy  did  not  let  the  Viet  Cong 
mortars  deter  him  from  going 
ahead  with  scheduled  visits  in  the 
field.  A spokesman  said  no  addi- 
tional security  measures  would  be 
added  Wednesday  when  Percy 
visits  U.S.  Marine  headquarters  at 
Phu  Bai,  flies  over  the  demiltar- 
ized  Zone  and  stops  at  the  U.S. 
base  at  Cam  Ranh  Bay  and  the 
Mekong  Delta  city  of  Can  Tho. 

Percy,  accompanied  by  his  wife, 
was  visiting  Dak  Son  Tuesday  when 
Viet  Cong  guerillas  opened  mor- 
tar and  ground  fire.  Five  rounds  of

fire  sent  Percy  and  his  party 
sprawling  on  the  ground. 

Percy’s  wife,  Loraine,  was  wait- 
ing in  the  helicopter  when  the  first 
shells  fell.  The  helicopter’s  crew 
quickly  umped  aboard  and  flew  her 
to  safety  to  Song  Be,  about  a mile 
and  a half  away,  leaving  Percy  and 
four  other  Americans  behind.

The  others  were  rescued  20  min- 
utes later  in  one  of  five  helicopters 
dispatched  to  their  aid. 

Percy,  his  hand  and  arms  bloody 
and  bruised  apparently  from  drop- 
ping hard  against  the  ground,  said 
the  attack  “was  the  closest  action, 
I must  say,  than  (sic)  I got  in 
three  years  of  World  War  II.” 

“I  assure  you  I never  got  lower 
to  the  ground,”  he  said  with  a 
laugh. 

The  junior  senator  from  Illinois 
said  he  had  wanted  to  visit  Dak 
Son  “particularly  because  it  is  the 
worst  atrocity  that  has  been  com- 
mitted.” A Viet  Cong  flamethrow- 
er attack  last  week  on  Dak  Son, 
home  of  2,000  Montagnard  tribes- 
men killed  255  persons.  Many  of  the 
victims  were  women  and  children 
who  suffocated  in  bunkers  and 
thatched  huts  sprayed  by  Commu- 
nist flamethrowers.
